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PROFESSIONAL VS. AMATEUR 


The football controversy seems to be dying down now that “Nibs” 
Price has lost his job. Though he was a fine sportsman, it appears 
that he was not a good coach. Not good enough, that is, for Cali- 
fornia to beat Stanford. It seems natural, therefore, that he should 
go. In these days of highly paid coaches there is no reason why a 
man, merely because he is popular, should keep a job for which he is 
not qualified. In no other business would there be any hesitation 
about dismissing him, and coaching has become a legitimate, skilled, 
and very highly paid profession. 

Whether or not such a state of affairs is good for the game is 
another question entirely. Certainly it causes much jealousy and ill- 
feeling. However, personal opinion is influenced largely by public 
opinion in this as in many other things and probably a great deal of 


argument would be avoided if everybody would stop to ask himself 
this question. “Does professional coaching influence my enjoyment of 
the game.” Put in this form the answer seems obvious. Professional 
coaching brings the game to a higher point of skill than would be 
possible in any other way. And almost any lover of the game would 
rather see highly skilled football than clumsy footbali.
